The Court m/ado the following ;—- 
JUDGMENT 

These two election petitions are filed questioning the 
election of Sri Hanumanthu Appayya Rora fist respondent) 
as a IVIembcr of the Parliament from Srikakulam No. 1 
Parliamentary Con.stituency in the 8th General Elections for 
the Hoiis<f of the People. The polTing date of the election 
was on 27-12-1984, but the poll was countermanded and 
(he date of polling was fixed on 28-1-1985. The petitioner 
in Election Petition No. 3 of 1985, viz., Sri Boddcpalli 
Rajagopala Rao, contested as the Congress-! candidate. The 
tst res;jOndcnt contested as Telugu liesaro Party candidate. 
Apart from these two, there are three more candidates. The 
eicc.don look place on 28-1-1985 and the 1st respondent 
was ttie returned candidate and wps declared erected. One" 
of the voters has filed Election Petition No. 5 of 1985 while 
E.P. 3 of 85 is filed by the unsucce.ssful Oongros-I candidate. 
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isi respondent himself got examined as R.W. 1. The other 
candidates who were mcltided as respondents remained 
expart c. 


In both these election petitions the election of the 1st 
respondent is questioned mainly on the firoonj that Sri. 
N. T. Rama Rao, the Chief Minister as well as Teluijn Desam 
Party Presidcnl, gave speeches and also got advertisements 
pabhshed in the newspapers makinif some promises as evi¬ 
denced by some of the Annexure to the election petitions 
and that the same amounted to corrupt practices and there¬ 
fore tne election has to be set aside. U is also prayed that 
Sri jN. T. Rama Kao as well as the 1st respondent should 
be named under section OT of the Kepfesentation of the 
Fetiplc Act. Pending further trial of the election petitions, 
an application (,8h ol'_198<i) was lilcd by the petitioner in 
E.P. 3 of 85 to issue notice to Sri N. T, Ramw Rao imvler 
see, 99 on the ground that the evidence adduced so f“r 
s! ows iliat Sri N. T. Rama Rao committed corrupt practiecs. 
That petition was dismissed holdinfr that the petition ^ is 
lather piemature. 

On the basis of the election petition^ ajid the counter filed 
by the respondems, the folJ'owing Issues were settled for

The evidence adduced in H.P. 3 of 1985 was agreed to 
be treated as evidence in E.P. 5 of 1985 also. On bebnif 
of the petitioners P.Ws, 1 to 12 were examined and the 


Originally Sn N. T. Ranra Rao as well as the Director 
ot Information &. Public Relations, Andhra Pradesh also 
were made parlies, but their names were struck off as 
iticy were not considered to be necessary parties. Though 
there aic ntunber of issues, the bone of contention of tiie 
learned counsel in both the election petitions is that when 
a person is contesting on a party ticket and on a party 
.symbol the activities of the party in the constituency arc 
to be treated as the activities of the candidate himself and 
ihat Sri N. T. Rama Rao has givon advertisements publish¬ 
ed in Visalandhra, Enadu and Andhra J'l^othi and for the 
said adverti.semcnts he has used the Government machinery 
for the iui thcrance of the prospects of Tclugu Desam Pat tv, 
and the same amounts to corrupt practice. It is aEo si.ih- 
mmed that Sri N. T. Rama Rao as well as the 1st respon¬ 
dent addressed meetings at several places during the tour 
of the constituency by Shri N. T. Rama Rao and that in 
every meeting Sri N. T. Rama Rao spoke about those adver¬ 
tisements and their contents which are marked as Annexu¬ 
res and the same amount to corrupt practice and there¬ 
fore the election has to be set aside. It is further cou- 
tcmled that the contents of these advertisements go to 
show that Mr. N. T. Rama Rao as the Chief Minister and 
as the President of Telugu Desam Party had marie promises 
and also announced that certain gifts have been given to 
the poorer sections. It is also submitted that by specifying 
tha' these benefits are meant only for poorer classes and 
that they should vote for Telugu Desam Party, Mr. N. T. 
R.ama Rao has brought out a class hatred between the poor 
and the rich. 

The learned counsel for the first respondent on the other 
hand, submits that a leader of a poUtidal party is entitled 
to declare to the public the policies of the party and ask 
the electoral to vote for his party and such declarations 
would not amount to undue influence and corrupt piac- 
tices 

To appreciate the rival contentions it is necessary at this 
siage to refer to the contents of these advcrti.sements which 
me marked a.s .'knnexures, and the evidence of the witnes¬ 
ses. In both the Election Petition Fxs. P.l ic P.ll are marked. 
The conccnlratron has been on the contents of Ex P.l to P.3 
Ev P] iv an advertisement issued by the Director of Informa¬ 
tion & Public Relations. It contains the photo of Sri N. R. 
Rama Rao and reads that “he conveys his gi-ceting.s for the 
new year and that the families, whose annaul income i.s Rs. 
C.tHKl or less, arc entitled to green cards”, P.2 is again a 
similar adverti'ement highlighting the supply of rice at Rs. 2 
per K.G.. and sarees and Dhoties at subsidised rates, to 
green-en'd holders. Some of the contents oE Ex. P.3 on 
which much reliance is placed reads thus —

ITic advertisement further reads that .the Government is 
constructing houves for the poor, supplying rice at Rs. 21- 
per K.G. for the poor and implementing another ^hcrae. 
viz., supply of sarees and Dhoties at subsidised rates and 
thai these schemes arc intended only to the poor people 
who arc green-card holders. The contention relating to 
Ex, P.3 is that these are all gifts and promires made bv 
Sri N, T. Rama Rao who is the President of Telugu Desauv 
party and also the Chief Minister, and that the same 
amounts to bribery. Ex. P.4 is a G.O. (Ms. No. 511. dated 
28-11-84) issued by the Education Department sanctioning 
the opening of Junior Colleges at several places mentioned 
In the Annexure thereto. The three places with which xve 
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are concerned, arc Thogaram, Kotbabommali and Ranas- 
maiaja m MiKakulam Ujscnci, tx. l',5 >s notuer ^.O. iNo. 

daicd 2,6-11-1984) issued by die liducation Department 
saneuonmg Degree unleges at several place va Ure Mate. 
Anwdalavaiaaa ts one ot the places menuoned rn the vn- 
nextue to the G.O. bx. L\6 is a letter dated 30-6-82. addres¬ 
sed to the petitioner by Sri B. Venkatranr, the then ulucl 
Minister, wnich says that the Chief Mfimster had idtiady 
asked the education Minister lo take necessary action aboU 
the dpplicuLioii ot the Amadalavalasa Mucatianal bociciy 
toi SLaning a Liovcinment JZicgrec CoUeec. bx. - ^ ^ 
another icucr written by Sri IS, I. Rama Rao, the picscn 
Lhiei Minister lo the petitioner rcBwding the stailms oi a 
Degree College at Aniiidalavihasa.

P 9 IS a lettci dated 1-3-1982 from the District Panchayat 
Ollicer, Siikakulam. to the petitioner regarding the ■d.uiine 
ol the college at Amudalavalusu. hxs, P.h to P-' a« ".ed 
only to show that the starting of a Degree College -at 
Amadalavalasa was already iindei consideration even hetore 
Sri 1. T Rama Rao became the t.'hief Minister and in.ii 
Shri N.T Rama Rao. by issuing the O.Os in Exs P.4 & P.a ms 
misled the ptople. Ex. P.IO is a calendar for the year 1>U5 
issued by the Telugu Desam party ynth the party .'Amrool, 
viz. cycle, and each page contains the photo of Sn N. l. 
Rama Rao in diilcrcnt poses and also mentions a6dut the 
schemes taken up by the Telugu Desam party which m- 
elude mid-dnv meal, sarces and Dhoties at half-rates, giv¬ 
ing free rickshaws, etc. Ex. P.ll is onW a Telex message 
coniaininK the tour programnic of Sn N. T. Rama Kao in 
Srikaulam District. 

Now, 1 shall briefly refer to the oral evidence P.W. I is 
the petitioner Sri B. Rajagopala Rao. He deposed that ha 
contested as the Congress-I party candidate and i^at uic 
Isl respondent contested as fclugu Desam party canduhUv. 
Exs r 1 to P.ll are marked through him and he has given 
all the details of the contents ol these Exhibits, lie also 
admitted that in Ex, P.3 it is mentioned at the et d that 
people’s welfare is the aim of the Government wlii.-h is 
dedicated to the people. The.witness added that dullibu- 
lion of sarees and Dhoties which commenced on 26-f-tyK.s. 
was only for the purpose of the Parliamentary election and 
riie mention in Ex. P,3 that giving shrees and Dhoties at 
subsidised price was a gift for Sankranthi, is false • 
Sankinnthi was already over. The witness Eas also depos c 
about the starling of a Degree College at Amadalavalase 
and diat even as eady as 30-6-1982 the then Chief Minister 
promised to look into the rnatter and the ,\maduDtJasa 
Pmehayat also passed a resolution ■* , 

Rs. one lakh, and that the issuance of the G.Os. Exs. 1 .a 
and P.5 is only to brighten the prospects of the leluga 
Dc'.ajn party, fTc was also crosS”CXiiniuiCQ. 

P.W. 2 is the Pre-sident of Tekkali Panchayat Saniithi. He 
deposed as to what happened on 22-1-1985 in the piibho 
meeting at Tekkali. He stated that m that nicet.w t. e 
Isl respondent spoke saying that Sn N. T. .R'ma Eao is 
“Apura Sreerumachandra Murthy", who will solve the 
proMems of the poor people and therefore all of them 
should vote for the Telugu Desam party. AfterwaiH 
Sri N, T. Rama Rao addressed the gathering saying th,n 
all young .sisters and young brothers and all poor people .ire 
his people and that he has taken up the scheme of snpply- 
ing rice at Rs. 2 per Kg. -md Unit all the p.-ople whose 
income is less than Rs. 6,000 arc his people and they are 
entitled to green cards and therefore all green-card holder-, 
arc his people. 

PW 3 is u resident of Kotabonimali. He deposed about 
the meeting that wa,s held at Kotabomm.ali. His evidence 
■ aho Ts to the same effect as that of P,W.2. P.W4 is a 
resident of Amadalavalasa. He also deposed that thcic was 
a meeting at Amdalavalasa tind that the gathering was 
nddressed by the 1st respondent as well as N. T, Rama Rao. 
His evidence also is on the same lines as ^haf of P.W.,. 
P.3V. 5 is a resident of Narasannapet. _ P.W.6 is a resident 
of Harischandrapuram. P,W.7 is a resident of Ttchapnrnm 
and P.W. 8 is a resident of Gera nem Kalingnpatnam. The'* 
witnesses deposed ahont the rnectings that were held in 
those places and the contents of the speeches depvered hv. 
The 1st respondent nnd Sri N. T. Rama Rao. Thev have 
all deposed that both of them highlighted about the various 

'hemes and that Sri N. T. Rama Rao fold the gathering 


that nis party is tor the poor people and all the people whose 
income IS Pelow Rs, 6,0Ut> per annum, aic entilied to 
Breed-cards and they arc all his people, 

P.W.9 belongs lo the rnroimaiioii Depariineni. He staled 
thui on benuli of the Dovernmem tne Intorruation Depart¬ 
ment gives me adveitiscments lo the newspapers and that 
tOc Ciiiei Minister holds me porlioho of Lhe tniormanoa 
Dcparunenl also. He, nowever, stated drat tic cannot ,aj 
now the Dfrcelor issues the advertisements and as pet who-e 
in.strucuons. P.W.IU is the Distnci Supply OiJicer, Sri.vu- 
kulam. He IS only a formal witness aiicl nc tlcposed th ii 
the 1st re.sponcicni was declared elected diiring lue clcj- 
lions, P.W.11 IS the Director ot tntormation and Piibl'c 
Reiaiions Department. He deposed that nis Depiirtmeni 
gives advcriisements to newspapers and other media. Whon- 
ever, the Government issues -i U.O. regarding any scheme 
or proBramme, a copy of it is also marked lo me iiiiornudum 
Deparimcnt and on tne Pasis of tuc ij.O. lire department wil) 
prepare the necessary advci tiscmenl and publish m lhe news 
pare the necessary advertisement and publish in the new- 
pupoi's and other media. He ussciled that the ad'.etiise- 
ments are issued as per the directions of lhe Commissioner. 
i'.W’.]2 is Sn P,V,.R,K. Prasad, who at the releviml lime 
worked as the Commissioner for information and Secrchirj 
to the Government of Andnrn Pradesh. He admilled limt 
he was the Head of the Department and was also the Com¬ 
missioner lor information and Cultural Aftairs. He st.ited 
that (he block regarding Ex. P.f advertisement was pre¬ 
pared by the newspapers themselves and the same was not 
prepared by the Ciovernment, and that the photo of 
Sri N. T. Rama Rao is published as per the instruciiohs 
given by the Department. Likewise he has stated aboUi 
Exs, P-2 and P.9 also. He denied the .suggestion (hat the 
words “to you” in Ex. P.l arc only referable io ereen-card 
(tolders. In the cross-examinalioo he asserted that the 
Director of Information and Public Relations duriiip; his 
regime did not issue any advertisements depicting Sri N.E. 
Rama Rao as l^nii-Gr'd. In the liirihcr cross-examination 
he stated that these advertisements were not given as per 
the personal instructions 'jf Sri N, T. Kama Rat'. 

On behalf of the respondents only the 1st respondent 
was examined as R.W, 1. He deposed that he was prac¬ 
tising as an advocate and that he contested as a candidate 
and fiol elected, He also admitted that he & Sri N.T. Rama 
Kao addressed meetings at Kotabommali, Tekkhali, .\madu- 
lavaiasa and other places.. In the cross-examination he 
asserted that the advertisements were not given by Sri N. T. 
Rama Rao in the capacity os Chief Minister. Hg also 
said that it is false to say that Sri N .T, Rama Rao wa,s 
worshipped by some people at Palasa, He said (hat the 
words “Navurii" do not refer to tliosa whose income is 
less (him Rs, 6,(K)0|- only. 

Referring mainly lo the contents of Exs, PI to P,3 and 
the evidence of P..W.S. I lo 12, the learned counsel Cor the 
petitioner submitted that Sri N. T. Rama Rao whq at (he 
relevant time was the President of the Telugu Desam parly 
and al,so the Chief Minister, used the Government machi¬ 
nery and the advertisements go to show that he gave “girts” 
to the votera to attract their votes and the same amounted 
to hribar/- Strong reliance is placed on the contents of 
Ex. P,3 which are extracted above. It is submitted th,it the 
word “Kamika” in Ex. P.3 only means ‘giff’ ;ind therefore 
the act of the Chief Minister comes within the meaning of 
bribery, ft must be noted that what is stated m Ex. P.3 
is that rice is beiriR supplied at a lower rate and small 
houses .arc being constructed to poorer sections and lhat 
clothes are being supplied at subsidised rates and these arc 
all "Sankranthi gifts” to the poor people by the Oovern- 
menf. The question is whether such promises by a politi¬ 
cal party which is in power, amount to bribery or 'corrupt 
practices. The learned counsel could not place any autho¬ 
rity in support of his submission. Tt is a matter of common 
knowledge that a leader of a political party is entitled To 
declare the policies of his party and ask the electorate to 
Vote for his party. In Hnriif Singh Vs. Hmrao Singh 
A.T.R. 9Rn .SC, 701 if is observed thus 

' "Tf was necessary for the purpo.se of proving the 
cpiTupl pmetico of bribery to establish that there 
was an element of “hargaining” in what the res¬ 
pondent Is alleged to have done for Bara Rind nnd 
T.iftrnn. 
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11 a Minister redresses the grievances of a class of the 
public or people of a locality or rendois them 
any help, on the eve of an election, it is not a 
corrupt practice unless he obtains promises from 
the voters in return, as a condition for his 
heap. It was also held that the “evidence 
must show clearly that the promise or gut direc¬ 
tly or indirectly was made to an elector to vote or 
refrain from voting at an election.” 

11 must also be noted that the Directive Principles of the 
Stale Policy which are enshrined in the Constitution tbem- 
't'lves provide for taking up welfare measures to promote 
the cause of the poor and weaker sections of the people. 
Therefore, there is nothing wrong if a political parly high¬ 
lights thjir election programme, their achievements and 
[heir future programme, and T have no hesitation in holding 
that u political party which Ls in power does not commit » 
corrupt practice merely by declaiing its policy by highlight¬ 
ing the achievements and also future programme. 

E.p.5 of 1985;—As already mentioned, the evidence 
adduced in Flection Petition No 3 of 1985 was agreed to 
Itc treated as evidence in F.P. 5 of 1985 also. However, in 
Flection. Petition No, 5 of 1985 the petitioner, vfr.., the 
voter, got. himself examined us P.W.l and no other wit¬ 
nesses were examined.

that constituency. Though Exs P.l to P.l? were marked 
fhrnutth him, reliance is however, placed only on Fxs. P.l 
to P.3 which arc common In both the election petitions. 
No, seponte arguments are ■'dvanced in Flection Perin'on 
No. 5 of 1985. Therefore, it is not necessary to refer lo 
itie documents marked in this election netifion separn'cl''- 
The arguments advanced in P.P.3 of 1985 are .idonfed in 
I bis elecMon petition also.
